Her Condition at a Late Hour Last

A distressing accident occurred in 
East Los Angeles yesterday afternoon 
about 4 o’ciock, at the residence of Dr. 
E. S. Carlisle, No. 1018 Downey ave- 
nue, in which a little girl was nearly 
burned to death. Ghita Carlisle and 
her friend, Tony Ragland, both little 
girls about 10 years old, were playing 
in the backyard. Tony Ragland is the 
daughter of E. H. Ragland, a con- 
tractor living on North Workman 
street.

The Anti-sewer Bonds Committee, 
which did such good work during the 
campaign, met finally yesterday even- 
ing and disbanded, its mission having 
been accomplished. Immediately af- 
terward a number of its members, in 
conjunction with other citizens, pre- 
ceeded to form a Citizens’ Sewer Com- 
mittee. A report of proceedings will 
be found in our local columns. 

The resolutions adopted at the meet- 
ing are general in their character, but 
they, as well as the earnest speeches 
made, clearly point to four distinct 
facts, which are, that the citizens who 
opposed the late project— 

1. Favor a sewer system; 

2. Are against the Ballopa route; 

8. Favor the river or a southerly 
route, and the utilization of the sewage 
for agricultural purposes; and 

4. Favor the appointment of a com- 
mission to consider the question and 
prepare a plan. 

The committee carefully abstained 
from indorsing any particular plan at 
this early stage. That will be left to 
be dealt with by a commission, which 
it is hoped will shortly be appointed 
and commence its labors. The mem- 
bers of the committee, while they 
have—many of them, at least—indi- 
vidual views as to what particular 
plan might be the best, have no pet 
projects to put through, but are actua- 
ted solely by a desire to get the best 
that can be had for the city, at the 
lowest price consistent with excel- 
lence. 

The plan of a commission to deal 
with the question and prepare a plan 
for submission to the city government 
appears to be a feasible one, and per- 
fectly fair to the Council, whose 
members can scarcely find any fault 
with it. 


ANOTHER VAST IRRIGATION 
SCHEME, 


In addition to stopping at Tucson, in 
Arizona, as we mentioned was the pro- 
gramme, the Arid Lauds Committee 
yesterday stopped at Yuma, and went 
on to Phoenix. At Yuma, which place 
newspaper paragraphers have com- 
bined to give a reputation as terrestrial 
Hades, the committee was surprised to 
see ripe dates and limes. At Phenix 
the committee will find a wide valley, 
largely covered with luxuriant vegeta- 
tion—with corn, alfalfa, vines and 
orchards, all the result of a few years 
of irrigation on what was formerly an 
arid plain, upon which grew only the 
cactus, palo verde, mesquite, and a few 
cottonwoods along the creeks. 

When the committee,passes beyond 
Arizona, and arrives at El Paso, it will 
have presented to it another immense 
irrigation scheme, this being nothing 
less than a proposal to dam the entire 
Rio Grande River and thus create an 
immense reservoir. The scheme is said 
to be entirely feasible from an en- 
gineering point. 

The. construction of this reservoir 
has two objects in view, each of suf- 
ficient importance in itself. The Rio 
Grande River, as is well known, forms 
for séVétal hundred miles the boundary 
lme between Mexico and Texas. For 
much of this distance the channel is 

Fange during the floods of 
Spring, and trouble arises about the 
ownership of lands. Congress has at 
various times considered the advisabil- 
ity of undertaking engineering works 
to restrain the river, but the difficulty 
of reaching an estimate and doubt as 
to anency of works, even after an 
immensé ontlay, has resulted in noth- 
— being done. The reservoir pro- 
ome forward and say, let 
eral Government, instead of 
dagger undreds of miles of river 
bank, 2 to be only swept away 
again, construet this dam, and the 
flood destruction is at an end, while 
the outlay is vastly less and results 
permanent. Moreover, the immense 
body of water saved becomes available 
for irrigation. 
There isa natural site for a dam, 
three miles north of El Paso, where 
the river cuts through the mountains 
in a channel only 60 yards wide, bluffs 
rising up several hundred feet on both 
sides. Above this, the valley opens 
out three or four miles wide, for 50 
miles. A dam 60 feet high will back 
the water 15 miles, and create a reser- 
voir which it is said will be thirteen 
times larger than any other artificial 
lake in this country, being fifteen 
miles long by three miles wide and 25 
feet deep. It will contain 30,000,000,000 
cubic feet of water—sufficient, it is 
reckoned, to irrigate nearly 1,000,000 
acres. 

It almost takes one’s breath away to 
consider what a change will be made 
in our arid regions when all these 
great irrigation schemes shall have 
been carried out: It will be equiva- 
lent to the annexation of a fertile 
country half as large as the United 
States. 


OUR EMPIRE STATE. 


We usually say that we have but two 
seasons in Southern California—the 
wet and the dry—although by courtesy 
we speak of winter and summer, spring 
and fall, as do our friends upon the 
other side of the continent. 

But, after all, something of the east- 
ern autumn splendor comes to our 
shores. The day lessens and the night 
shadows fall earlier, and there is a 
golden mellowness in the atmosphere 
that seems distantly related to the 
hazy warmth of the Indian summer- 
time of the East. Though our trees do 
not change the continual green of 
their leaves, there are weeds and 
wild plarts that flame out in 
scarlet and crimson, till they are as 
gay as the frost-touched woods of the 
Atlantic States. There is a glory and 


brightness about them that nothing b 


but October can bring. And, aside 
from this, there is an undefinable 
something in atmospheric effects that 
reminds one that the year is growing 
old, even while the summer warmth 
lingers and the skias are filled with 
perennial sunshine. It is a trifle 
cooler, and with the first rains there 
comes a depth of blue to our skies that 
is infinite. How much farther away 
into space we seem to look. How 


clear-cut and shining are our moun-

tains. Everything in Nature grows 
luminous when the dryness of summer 
is broken, and the semitropic com- 
pleteness of our rich clime is revealed. 
Autumn brings no cessation of ripen- 
ing fruits, no surcease of golden har- 
Winter does not approach us save as 
he takes his stand upon the loftiest 
crests of our mountain peaks, where 
sometimes he spreads his snowy skirts, 
but beneath him are ever the green 
valleys, the wide-spreading orchards 
and the fleids flowing with wine and 
honey. 

It the time ever comes when, by the 
aid of the Government, all the arid 
and waste lands of this State are made 
fruitful, we shall have a State where 
all the homes of the Nation mi 
be planted and fed. The - 
crease in our wealth will be 
almost beyond estimate. Some cli- 
matic changes will also follow. The 
heat of the now arid regions will be 
lessened, and tree-planting on a large 
scale will be followed, doubtless, by a 
much larger precipitation of moisture 
in the now dry sections. The soil of 
the State of California is all right 
wherever you go, and with an abun- 
dance of water, even the most unprom- 
ising looking sections ‘may be made 
green and inviting. The climate of 
the coast counties is, upon the whole, 
more inviting and comfortable than 
that of the interior ones, swept as 
they are throughout the year by re- 
freshing ocean breezes; but even the 
temperature of the inland region is 
less oppressive than the summer tem- 
perature of the Atlantic and North- 
western States. 

Nature has done her best for Cali- 
fornia, and as this fact becomes more 
generally known immigration will in- 
crease, and the uncultivated and un- 
occupied wastes of the State will 
gradually be improved and occupied, 
till the whole of our territory becomes 
as a garden forfruitfulness and beauty. 
Nothing can hinder this end. Cali- 
fornia is destined to become not only 
the empire State of this coast but of 
the continent.

A Wonderful City—The Feast 
‘A Solemn Warning—The Moral

- Giana (Neb.), Sept. 1.—{Author- 
ized Report for the Los ANGELES 
Great interest was mani- 
fe#ted here today, the Rev. T. DeWitt 
Talmage, D.D., preaching to an im- 
meénse congregation. His text was: 
„Thou art weighed in the balances, 
aril art found wanting.’’—Daniel v., 
27 The preacher said: 3 

Babylon was the paradise of archi- 

te@ture, and driven out from thence 
the grandest buildings of modern 
times are the only evidence of her 
fall. The site having been selected 
for the city, two million men were em- 
ployed in the rearing of her walls and 
the building of her works. It wasa 
city sixty miles in circumference. 
There was a trench all around the 
city, from which the material for the 
building of the city had been dug. 
There were twenty-five gates on each 
side of the city; between every two 

tes a tower of defense springing into 
the skies; from each gate on the 
one side a street running straight 
through to the corresponding gate on 
the other side, so that there were 
fifty streets fitteen miles long. 
Through the city ran a branch of the 
River Euphrates. This river some- 
times overflowed its banks, and to 
keep it from the ruin ot the city a lake 
was constructed into which the sur- 

lus water of this river would run 

Zaring the time of freshets, and the 
water was kept in this artificial lake 
until time of drouth, and then this 
water would stream down over the 
city. At either end of the bridge 
spanning this Euphrates there was a 

alace—the one palace a mile and a 

alf around, the other palace seven 
and a half miles around. 

The wife of Nebuchadnezzar had 
‘been born and brought up in the coun- 
try, and in a mountainous 1 — and 
she could not bear this flat district of 
Babylon; and, so to please his wife, 
Nebuchadnezzar built in the midst of 
the city a mountain 400 feet high.

he bang of heavy fists againat the 
tes of the palace are followed by the 
reaking in of the doors. A thousand 
gleaming knives strike into a thousand 
quivering hearts. Now Death is king, 
and he is seated on a throne of corpses. 
In that hall there is a balance lifted. 
God swung it. On one side of the 
balance are put Belshgzar’s oppor- 
tunities, on the other side of the bal- 
ance are put Belshazzar's sins. The 
sins come down. His opportunities go 
up. Weighed in the balances—found 
wanting. 
' There has been a great deal of cheat- 
ing in our country with false weights 
and measures and balances; and the 
Government, to change that state of 
things, appointed commissioners whose 
business it was to stamp weights and 
measures and balances, and a great 
deal of the wrong has been corrected. 
But still, after all, there is no such 
thing as a perfect balanee on earth. 
The chain may break, or some of the 
metal may be clipped, or in some way 
the equipoise may be a little dis- 
turbed. 
You cannot always depend upon 
earthly balances. A pound is not 
always a pound, and you pay for one 
thing and you get another; but iu the 
balance which is suspended to the 
throne of God a pound is a pound, and 
right 18 right, and wrong is wrong, and 
and a soul is a soul, and eternity is 
eternity. God has a perfect bushel and 
a perfect peck and a perfect gallon. 
When merchants weigh their goods in 
the wrong way, then the Lord weighs 
the goods again. If from the imper- 
fect measure the merchant pours out 
what pretends to be a gallon of oil 
and there is less than a gallon, God 
knows it, and He calls upon Lis 
recording angel to mark it: 80 
much wanting in that measure 
of oil.“ The farmer comes in fro 
the country. He has apples to sell. Ile 
has an imperfect measure. He pours/ 
out the apples from this imperfect 
measure. God recognizesit, He says 
to the recording angel: ‘‘Mark down 
‘sO many apples too few—an imperfect 
measure.“ We may cheat ourselves, 
and we may cheat the world, but we 
cannot cheat God,and in the groat day 
out that 
What we learned in boyhood at school 
is correct—that twenty hundred weight 
make a ton, and one hundred and 
ronty-cight solid feet make a cord of 
wood. o more, no less. And are- 
ligion which does not take hold of this 
© as well as the life to come is no re- 


weights and measures. I am to speak 
of that kind of balances which can 
weigh principles, weigh churches, 
weigh men, weigh nations, and weigh 
worlds. What,“ you say, is it possi- 
ble that our world is to be weighed?”’ 
Yes. Why, you would think if God 
ut on one side the balances suspended 
m the throne the Alps, and the 
and the Himalayas, and 
ount Washington, and all the cities 
of the earth, they would crush it. No, 
no! The time will come when God will 
sit down on the white throne to see the 
world weighed, and on one side will be 
the world’s opportunities, and on the 
other side the world’s sins. Down will 
go the sins and away will go the op- 
portunities, and God will say to the 
messengers with the toren: Burn that 
world. Weighed and found wanting!“ 
So God will weigh churches. He 
takes a great church. That great 
church, according to the worldly esti- 
mate, must be weighed. He puts it on 
one side the balances, and the minister 
and the choir and the building that 
dost its hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars. Iie puts them on one side the 
balances. On the other side of that 
scale He puts what that church ought 
to be, what its sonsecration ought to 
be, what its sympathy for the poor 
ought to be, what Xs devotion to all 
good ought to be. That & on one As. 
That side comes down, and the church, 
not being able to stand the test, rises 
in the balances. It does not make any 
difference about your magnificent ma- 
chinery. Achurch is built for one 
thing—to save souls. If it saves a few 
souls when it might save a multitude 
of souls, God will spue it out of His 
mouth. Weighed and found wanting! 
So God estimates nations. How many 
times He has put the Spanish mon- 
archy into the scales, and found it in- 
sufficient and condemned! The French 
Empire was placed on one side of the 
scales, and God weighed the French 
Empire, and N said: Have 
not enlarged the boulevards? Did 
not kindle the glories of the Cham 
Elysées? Have I not adorned 
Tuileries? Have I not built the 
gilded opera-house?“ Then God 
weighed that Nation, and He put on 
one side the scales the Emperor, and 
the Boulevards, and the Tuileries, and 
the Champs — r and the gilded 
opera-house, and on the other side He 
put that man’s abominations, that 
man’s libertinism, that man’s selfish- 
ness, that man’s godless ambition. 
This last came down, and all the brill- 
iancy of the scene vanished. What is 
that voice coming up from Sedan? 
Weighed and found wanting! 
But I must become more individual 
and more personal in my address. 
Some people say they do not think 
clergymen ought to personal in 
their religious addresses, but ought to 
deal with subjects in the abstract. I 
do not think that way. What would 
= think of a hunter, who should 
the Adirondacks to shoot deer in 
the abstract? Ah, no! He loads the 
— he puts the butt of it against the 
reast, he runs his eye along the bar- 
rel, he takes sure aim, and then crash 
go the antlers on the rocks.

No; he feels 
the pulse, takes the diagnosis, then he 
makes the prescription. And, if we 
want to heal souls for this life and the 
life to come, we do not want to treat 
them in the abstract. The fact is, you 
and I have a malady, which, if un- 
cured by grace, will kill us forever.
